WASHINGTON, Aug. i8— 

MILLION young men, the flower of Amer-

ready, if need be, to lay down their lives 

for the United States. Some of the young men 


have enlisted voluntarily, others have been taken 


under the selective draft. All, however, face a 
common problem. What is to become of these 
they leave behind them? What provision will 


their country vouchsafe if the God of Battle de-

Thousands of the enlisted and drafted men are 
go situated that by calling them into the military 
service of their country the Government places 
their families and dependents in difficulties that 
can only be overcome by private charity or public 
compensation.

“In the first place, it is nothing new or strange 
for the Government of the United States to insure 
war risks. We have been doing it for months in 
the ease of maritime risks, and by an act to 
amend the original Act establishing a Bureau 
of War Risk Insurance in the Treasury Depart- 
ment, approved June 12, 1917, the United States

R. 5723, was officially indorsed by the Secretary 
of the Treasury and has received the “entire ap- 
proval of the President.” / 

Judge Mack received me in his office at the 
Treasury Department in Washington and after 
briefly outlining the defects of the pension sys- 
tem as applied after the Civil War and after the 
Spanish-American War, said: 

“What the Government intends to do may be 
expressed in two thoughts: ‘Win the war’. and 
‘give a square deal to our fighting men.’ We must 
relieve the men under arms from all worry about 
their families, and we must see to it that the 
families do not suffer overmuch from the enforced 
absence of the bread-winners. As the Secretary 
of the Treasury has said, when we draft a wage- 
earner we call not only him but the entire family 
to the flag, the sacrifice entailed is not divisible. 
It is up to the people of this country to see that 
the dependent wives and children, fathers and 
mothers of our fighting men, are not reduced to 
want. We must maintain them until the soldiers 
and sailors can return and look after them. 


Now the Government proposes to do the fol- 
lowing things: 

“FIRST, all enlisted men will be required to 
make an allotment of part of their pay to sup- 
port their families, and the government will sup- 
plement this allotment by a special family allow- 
ance to be paid in addition to what the enlisted 
man gets. | | 

“SECOND, the Government will pay compensa- 
tion in the case of disablement or death on the 
lines of the Workmen’s Compensation Act. It 
is something better and more equitable that the 
pension system, beeause the sacrifice of and

varying the amount of compensation, both after 
death and during disability, according to the 
size of the family. 

“THIRD, the Government will provide for the 
rehabilitation and re-education of such men as 
are seriously injured in battle. Compensation is 
not enough. The government must fit the crip- 
pled soldier for a life of activity and usefulness 
and happiness, and in his former or in some 
other vocation. 

“These are the things the Government is g0- 
ing to do for the men. It is also going to make 
it possible for them to do something for them- 
selves, and so the Government will offer life in- 
surance to its soldiers and sailors at cost, in any 


amount from $1000 to $10,000. The men them- 


selves must pay the premium, they can use their 
enforced deposits to direct the Government to 


pay the premiums or they can pay it themselves

ernment.”

“The United States, however, is not going into 
the life insurance business for profit, it is gZ0- 
ing to do it as a matter of duty to the soldiers 
and sailors who cannot insure their lives in the 
ordinary way because of the extra hazard of war. 
As the Government will not have to pay overhead 
expenses, advertising, agents’ commissions, med- 
ical fees, taxation, etc., and as the Government, 
not the fighting forces, ought to stand the extra 
cost of the higher war mortality, the premium 
rates to be charged by it are based upon the 
mortality experience tables of peace times, with- 
out loading. 


“Incidentally, it may be pointed out that the 
physical standards of admission to the army and 
mavy are higher than any life insurance com- 
pany ever thought of insisting upon, so that 
apart from the war risk cost that the Government 
ought to pay, the Government will be on the safe 
side, even at the lowest rates. It will be possi- 
ble to insure the life of any of our young fight- 
ing men at about $8 per thousand a year, so that 
any officer or enlisted man in the army or navy, 
or any army nurse, May take out the maximum 
$10,000 policy for only about $80 a year, a sum 
which even a private soldier or common sailor 
can afford out of his pay. 

“This insurance will not only cover death, it 
will also cover total disability. That is to say, 
that the insurance will not mature only on the 
death of the insured, it will mature from the 
moment he is totally disabled. The insurance 
thus issued will be yearly renewable term insur- 
ance but after the war those who return may 
convert their policies into other forms such as 
ordinary or twenty-payment life or endowment 
policies maturing at the age of sixty or later, 
the premium to be based, however, on the same 
mortality tables and without loading. 

“All insurance is to be payable in installments, 
to be non-assignable and to be free from the 
claims of creditors either of the insured. or of 
the beneficiary. It is to be limited to the wife, 
children and other specified kindred, and must be 
applied for within 120 days after the terms are 
promulgated Or subsequent enlistment or entrance 
into the service. For those who fall before they 
have had an opportunity to insure within the pre- 
scribed period of 120 days insurance that will give 
monthly installments of $25 for 20 years or for 
the life of the disabled man, will be deemed to 
have been applied for and issued. 

‘“War is, as we all know, the most hazardous 
of extra hazardous employments.

HIS is the first of a series of articles that Miss Marie Bonini Brown, a Pitts- 
burg girl, who left Germany six weeks ago has written for the Post-Dispatch, ) 
giving her experiences during the war. Miss Brown, who is a music student, 


went to Berlin early in 1914, a few months betore the war opened. She remained 
there, even after the United States declared war on Germany, to complete her 


studies. 


The hardships became so great in June that she laid plans to return to the 


United States, but it was not until the carly part of July that she was able to>get 


away.

WAS waiting anxiously and impatiently in 
] » little flat, which I shared with a girl 
friend at, Prinz Regent Strasse, 6, Berlin, 
Germany, on Friday, June 29, 1917, for a telegram 
telling me that the money for which I had cabled 
to return home had come. 


I had waited six weeks for that telegram, each 


day hoping that, be- 
fore the sun would set 
I would be started on 
my way back home to 
the United States, 
which never had looked -- 
so good to me as it did, 
viewed those last few 
weeks, from the heart 
of war-torn Germany. 


The telegram came 
about noon, brought by 
a little girl, one of the 
hundreds of little mes- 
sengers in Berlin (for 
the boys are either 
fighting or farming). 
As I tore open the tel- 
egram I _= excitedly 
called to ‘my friend, 
“It’s the money—I’m 
going home — home, 
where I’ll get enough 
to Sat.” 


The child who had 
brought the _ telegram 
looked at me wistfully, 
her hunger-filled eyes 
piteous. 

“We don’t get 
enough to eat here,” 
she said. “If the Kai- 
ser hadn’t started the 
war, we wouldn't be 
Be Sg 

And that, I found 
this last year, espe- 
cially since the United 
States entered the conflict, is the sentiment of 
more Germans that the Kaiser knows. 

The unrest in Germany is growing every day— 
at least it was all during the war while I was 
there, and I went to Berlin in 1914, and left less 
tlfan two months ago. I am sure matters are no 
better now than when I left. With little to eat, 
little hope, military restrictions hedging them in 
so that they scarcely can breathe, graft sapping 
the strength of the people and poverty crushing 
them down, the great mass of Germany’s people 
want peace. They have come to the point where 
they do not ask for Belgium; they do not ask for 
Alsace-Lorraine; they do not ask for Poland— 
they want their own homes and firesides and 
enough to eat.

People Won't Start a Revolution. 


But they never will start a revolution in my 
opinion. The German people have been under the 
thumbs of the Kaiser and his war lords too long. 
Also, they have no leader. There is no man in 
the’ empire big enough to stand on his feet and 
defy the Kaiser and, if there were, so efficient is 
the German military system, so closely knit are 
the iron bands which hold the people together to 
the will of their Emperor, that no sooner would 
such an intrepid soul find his feet than he would 
lose his head. : 

The Germans are a splendid people. They are 
enduring privations and hardships in their lives 
such as they never knew before. With a courage 
which is marvelous, they are facing the fact that 
practically the whole civilized world is fighting 
them. Men, women, youths and girls and chil- 
dren are all imbued with such a spirit of loyalty 
that, even though they will admit under their 
breaths that the Kaiser has done wrong: that 
German power has been used illegitimately; that 
German ruthlessness has broken the prestige of 
the German people, yet few will say these things 
aloud, and none will be so rash as thus publicly 
to express himself. 

German militarism always has made the life 
of the people of Germany and of visitors within 
her gates, a burden. But, since the war, one is 
afraid to step outside one’s door for fear one will 
stumble upon something ‘verboten.” 

Since the war began, when I was in Germany 
I had to report every day to the police of the 
city. They had a big card with my name, age, na- 
tionality and a dozen other identifying remarks 
about me on it. Every day when I reported that 
card was stamped with an official stamp. If I

For everything I bought I had to ask permis- 
sion to spend my own money. I could not leave 
Berlin without getting a permit from the Kom- 
mandatore of the city. I could not step one 
foot outgide the confines of the city without this 

official permission. 

I had to be in the 
house at 10 p. m., un- 
less I had special per- 
mission to be out. If 
I went to a theater or 
a concert and wanted 
to remain out after 
that hour, I had to go to 
the police and get a 
paper testifying that I 
had the gracious per- 
mission of the powers 
that be to stay out. I 
was not permitted to 
leave the house before 
6 a. m., though to tell 
the truth that order 
never bothered me— 
but it is the only one 
which was not an in- 
convenience. 


During those last few 
months, after the 
United. States entered 
the war, I kept inside 
as much as possible, for 
Americans were utter- 
ly hated verywhere. 


Before the United 
States came into the 
war, the Germans ex- 
pended almost all their 
hate on the English. 
“Gott strafe England” 
was the German pray- 
er. But now, the hate 
is equally divided be- 
tween the United States and England. 

Even before the United States came in, the 
Germans thought that we should not sell muni- 
tions to the allies. They accused us among them- 
selves for helping the other side. They laughed 
at President Wilson and his ‘‘notes.’”’ ‘Wilson is 
easy,” one could hear people say on the street, 
and laugh about it, every time a fresh German 
outrage prompted another remonstrance from our 
President. ‘He is a good letter writer, that is all 
he can do,” the people said. 

When the United States really entered the war, 
the people at first were surprised. Then they 
were contemptuous. “America never will send 
soldiers,” they said. “She will give money and 
food—and she is doing that now. She will not 
fight.” 

But when the news filtered into Germany that 
our boys in khaki were really ordered to the bat- 
tie.Jines in France, Germans began to sing a dif- 
ferent tune. They began to be more fearful. Not 
so many laughs and sneers were heard, although 
the newspapers and the soldiers tried to make 
the people think that our men would not give a 
good account of themselves in battle. And with 
the passing of the German self-confidence came a 
greater degree of. hate toward us, 

Of course, no American in Berlin dared to show 
an American flag. I had one in my room, a beau- 
tiful silk one, and my landlady begged me to be 
sure and take it with me when I went. “I would 
be afraid even to try to destroy it,” she said, ‘‘for 
fear some person would see me with it.”

Toward the last, when I went shopping, I never 
went into the smaller stores, for fear I would be 
insulted or not served. My girl friend, who was 
from South America, had lived for seven years 
in Germany and she could speak German so flu- 
ently that no person suspected her. But I never 
got nid of my American accent, and, frankly, I 
was afraid, for there are a lot of things I would 
rather do than face a German, hate-filled mob. 

Americans are treated with the utmost disre- 
spect in Germany. An American girl I knew 
slapped the face of a German soldier who insulted 


| her outrageously, while she was walking through 


He said 
things to her which, in America, would have land- 
ed him in jail, soldier or no soldier. But-she had 
no protection. The soldier called a policeman,

It would be inaccurate to say that the 
present papal gesture is a mere response of the 
Vatican to the Austrian sentiment; but, on tha 
other hahd, it is quite clear that had Austria- 
Hungary still been determined to continue the 
war the present time would not have been se- 
lected by the Pope as advantageous for hi¢ inter- 
vention. 

In the discussion of a peace gesture by the 
Pope it is essential at the outset to recognize 
that, unlike all other peace proposals, this arrives 
at a moment when the world weariness of the 
war insures that at least it shall have a serious 
hearing. Outside of Germany there remains no 
considerable war party in the world. The con- 
trolling desire of the nations now fighting Ger- 
many is comprehended in a wish to attain a 
peace that shall bé permanent, and they are ani- 
mated by a conviction that while Germany re- 
mains in possessfon of conquered territory and 
affirms a determination to profit by the war and 
by the methods she has employed, no peace can 
be more than a truce and an illusion.

We must recognize that in the course of the 
war there has been-an expansion and a contrac- 
tion of allied purposes, necessarily incidental to 
the extension of allied numbers and to the mod- 
ification of purposes by some of the allies. 

Going back to the’ outset of the war, we can re- 
call that it was precipitated by an Austrian as- 
sault on the integrity and independence of Servia. 
Russia entered the war to defend Servia. France 
necessarily as an ally of Russia was involved ifn 
the struggle. The first action of Germany in the 
war—the invasion of Belgium—drew Great Britain 
into the conflict. 

At the outset of the war the issues, therefore, 
were twofold—the defense of the integrity and in- 
dependence of Servia and the restoration of the 
independence of Belgium. . 

Between France and Germany at the outset of 
the present war there subsisted the old. dispute 
due to the forcible annexation by Germany of 
Alsace-Lorraine in 1871 against the unanimous 
protest of a million and a half people—the in- 
habitants of these provinces—who desired to re- 
main French. Naturally, the French, attacked 
again by Germany, believed and believe, that the 
old wrong should be righted and that Alsace-Lor- 
raine should be restored to France. 

In the same sense, when Italy entered the war 
the old question of Trieste and the Trentino, 
gions inhabited by Italians, but excluded from 
Italian frontiers half a century ago when Italy 
was made, was raised. 

In 1909 Austria had annexed Bosnia and Herze- 
govina districts inhabited by Servians and includ- 
ed in the aspirations of the Servian race for unity. 
Early in the war the unification of the Servian 
race thus became one of the details in the pro- 
gram of the allies. , 

As the war progressed and Rumania entered, 
the question of Transylvania and the regions of 
Hungary inhabited by Rumanians came equally to 
the fore, and it became a portion of the allied 
program to achieve the unification of the Ru- 
manian as well as of the Servian people.

‘‘NWO LAW FOR MOBS.’’ 
Sometimes it is very unwise to take a lawyer's 
word about the lav’. Take the case of the East St. 
Louis lawyer who told a band of men, ripe for 
mischief, that there was no law against mobs. 
The men, acting on his advice, embarked upon an 
orgy of murder, arson and pillage. Now they find 
that the lawyer was wrong. They know that there 
is law against mobs because it has been invoked 
against them. 
The men who were mfsled by the lawyer’s ad- 
vice were laborers and artisans who had assem- 
bled to voice a protest to East St. Louis officials 
against the competition of negroes in East St. 
Louis industries. The lawyer made a speech, ern- 
phasizing that there was no law against mobs. A 
lawyer is supposed to know the law and the men 
seem to have belfeved him. At any rate they vio- 
lated the law which the lawyer told them did not 
exist. And now they have a good chance of suf- 
fefing the consequences. 
The lawyer probably knew that there was law 
against mobs, but he thought it would not be en- 
forced and so felt warranted in saying that it did 
riot exist. But, unfortunately for him and for the 
men who acted on his advice, Attorney-General 
Brundage of Ilfinois thought differently. Over- 
riding city and county officials who would have 
made good the lawyer’s word that there is no law 
against mobs, he set about enforcing the law and 
105 indictments were the result, with very good 
prospects of convictions being obtaftned and pun- 
ishment inflicted. The incident is a lesson on 
the cause and cure of mob lawlessness.

Evidence as to the enormous crime 6f 1914 was 
previously complete and convincing.

FRENCH COMMISSIONER 
SAYS GERMANY BEGAN TO 
MOBILIZE AHEAD OF RUSSIA 


‘Editor of Paris Matin Declares German Docu- 
ments Prove Kaiser Lied in Message to Pres- 
ident as to Why He Took War Steps.. 


By STEPHEN LAUZANNE, 
Editor of the Paris Matin, and a 
Member of the French Commis- 
sion to the United States. 

In the letter written by Kaiser 
Wilhelm to President Wilson, on 


August 10, 1914, as given in the 
Gerard revelations now being 
printed in the Post-Dispatch, we 
find the following passage: 


‘While I was preparing a note to 
H. M. the Czar, next morning (July 
31), to inform him that Vienna, 
London and Berlin were agreed 
about the treatment of affairs, I re- 
ceived the telephone messages from 
H. E. the Chancellor that, in’ the 
night before the Czar had given the 
order to mobilize the whole of the 
Russian army, which was of course 
also made against Germany; where- 
as up till then, the Southern armies 
had been mobilized against Austria.” 

It is not the first time ihat a 

similar assertion is made by the 
German rulers. In an official docu- 
ment issued from Berlin last year 
we read the following lines: 
- ‘Hiistory’s verdict will not pass 
over the complete mobilization of 
Russian forces which meant war 
against Germany.’ 

And in his maiden speech at the 
Reichstag, Dr. Michaelis, the new 
Imperial Chancellor, declared that 
“the Russian mobilization was the 
real caus eof the war,’’—because 
that mobilization obliged Germany, 
formher safety, to take military pre- 
cautions. 

Question of Chronology. 

Unfortunately, all these assertions 
—letter of the Kaiser, official com- 
muniques, speech of the Chancellor 
—are entirely untrue and oonstitute 
one of the most audacious and im- 
pudent lies. The Germans, who are 
masters in the art of falsification, 
may falsify history and geography; 
but they will find it more difficult 
to falsify chronology and to prove 
that a fact which takes place at 10 
o’clock in the morning is posterior 
to a fact which took place at 6 in 
the evening. 

The truth, the undeniable truth 
which all historians will be obliged 
to admit, is that the German mobili- 
zation took place before the Russian 
mobilization ,and this is undeniably 
proved by German document. 

On July 31, 1914, at noon, took 
place in Germany what is called the 
“Kriegsgefahrzustand’’—that is, the 
official proclamation of -ianger of 
war. It is the first preiiminary 
measure to the complete mobiliza- 
tion of the German forces. It took 
place at noon; it was placarded at 
noon all over Berlin, announced by 
special editions of the papers, and 
telegraphed through the empire. A 
few hours later, at 4 p. m., the 
German Kaiser telegraphed to King 
George of England (the telegram

Now this is extremely ciear. At 
noon, the Kaiser proclaims the 
“Kriegsgefahrzustand”’ and at 4 p. 
m. he “just”? hears that the Chan- 
cellor has “just’ learned that the 
Czar has. “in the evening,’ ordered 


the .mobilization of the Russian 
army. 

What Kaiser Told Wilson. 
The “Kriegsggefahrszustand”’ is 


therefore undoubtedly previous to 
the Russian mobilization, and un- 
doubtedly the Kaiser lies when in 
his letter to President Wilson he 
writes: 

“While I was preparing a note in 
the morning, I received the tele- 
phones frqm the Chancellor that in 
the night before, the Czar had given 
the order to mobilize the whole of 
the Russian army.” 

He lies, because he. has. himself 
avowed in his telegram to King 
George that it was not in. the morn- 
ing, but in the evening, that the 
news had reached him through the 
Chancellor that Nicholas had just 
ordered the mobilization of his army. 
The Kaiser has indeed telegraphed 
too much in these tragic hours of 
1914, and he has forgotten what he 
telegraphed; or he has not taken the 
trouble of comparing his telegrams. 
To King George he wires that the 
Russian mobilization has taken place 
in the evening of July 31. Ta Presi- 
dent Wilson he writes that the Rus- 
sian mobilization has taken place in 
the evening of July 36. Historians 
may compare and choose. But what 
is the value of the assertion of a 
man who says one thing in a tele- 
gram and another thing in another 
telegram? 

But there is something more. In 
his telegram to King George the 
Kaiser complains that the Czar had 
left him ‘Without information.”’ 
This is another lie, because before 
mobilizing his army the ex-Czar sent 
four telegrams to the Kaiser of Ger- 
many. 
the following terms: 


“TSARKOIE-SELO, July 29, 1914—To 
H. M. the Kaiser of Germany: Thanks for 
your telegram, which is conciliatory ‘and 
friendly. whereas the official message pre- 
sented today by your Ambassador to mv Min- 
ister was conveyed in a very different tone. 
I bez you to explain this divergency. It 
would be right to give over the Ausrto- 
Servian problem to The Hague Tribunal. 
I trust in your wisdom and friendship. 
(Signed) NICHOLAS.”’ 
Not only did the Kaiser not answer that 
telegram. but he suppressed it. And in the 
Official German White Book, giving all the 
documents about the war, the last telegram 
of the zar had disappeared. The reason 
given by the German officials for suppress- 
ing the télegram is the following: They 
say that it was not interesting! 

History will decide if the proposal of the 
Czar to give over the wole Austro-servian 
problem to The Hague Tribunal was or wae 
not interesting. But it is not necessary to 
wait for history to decide what degree of 


confidence must be placed in assertions of 
the German Kaiser.

Another -time I remember was 
when I, with some friends from the 
Spanish embassy, were in a cafe. We 
were talking Spanish. A German of- 
ficer sitting in a balcony above us, 
did not recognize the tongue and 
thought we were speaking in French. 
He sent down a caré on which he 
had written, “How dare you insult 
the Kaiser by speaking French in 
Germany?” 

One of the men from the embassy 
demanded an apology from the offi- 
cer, explaining that we were talking 
Spanish. And, as he was from the 
embassy, the officer apologized. But 
had we really been speaking French 
we would have gotten into trouble. 

One thing which, more than an- 
other, shows the unrest of the Ger- 
man people is that they continually 
are embroiled in riots—riots because 
of hungér 4nd because of the desire 
for peace. 

I saw 6Oné riot before the Kaiser’s 
palace when at least 3000 persons 
were assembled at once. It took 


the soldiers a long time to disperse 
them. \ ‘ 

If ever there is any uprising in 
Germany, one thing I know, the Ger- 
man private soldiers will “get back” 
at their officers for their inhuman 
brutality. I heard of more cases of 
actual barbarism on the part of of- 
ficers toward men in the ranks than 
one could believe. But I also saw a 
number of cases where things hap- 
pened which would not be permitted 
in our army. 

One day in the subway (the Unter- 
ground), I saw a German soldier sit- 
ting quietly reading a paper. he 
station was crowded. An officer came 
in and passed the soldier—but at 
some distance. The sdldier did not 
look up from his paper and so. did 
not see the officer. The officer 
waited a moment, then: went over 
and tapped the soldier on the shoul- 
der. The man got up, thoroughly 
frightened, as one could see from the 
expression on his face, and saluted. 
Well, the officer started and never in 


my life have I heard any person get 
what we would call such a “bawling 
out” as that officer gave that soldier. 
For over five minutes he talked and 
he did not trouble to lower his voice. 
The soldier stood quietly and took it 
without one word and, when the offi- 
cer was done, simply saluted and 
walked’away. 

If an officer would do that simply 
because a soldier had not seen him 
and did not salute, I wonder what 
would happen if anything serious oc- 
curred!

They do not go hungry as the peo- 
ple do. They live high. The rich do 
not go hungry, either. But the poor- 
er people, or those of the middle 
class—they- are the ones who are 
being crushed by starvation and mal- 
rutrition. 

Our charwoman who came every 
day to clean the flat in which we 
lived, told us one day that she could 
not come very much longer as sh« 
was starving to death. Her allow- 
ance of food was so small that she 
was getting weaker all the time. Peo- 
ple are dying there of hunger—dying 
while many of those in charge of 
the country are getting rich by graft. 
The Government sets certain prices 
for food, but any person who has 
money can set these rules aside and 
get whatever he pleases.

Big tanks under the basement 
floor contain the ink supply. Pipes 
run from these tanks to the presses. 
and whenever a valve is turned on 
at the press the flow of ink begins. 


Everything Is Designed 
to Rurin Straight Lines. 


N the basement, as throughout the 

| Post-Dispatch building, every- 
thing has been so designed and 
arranged that the work can proceed 
in straight lines. The paper goes in 
at the front of the building and 
passes in a straight line to the alley,

of making the presses ready are car- 
ried on {n straight lines, with no 
dodging around corners and no need- 
less steps for employes. 

The mailing room, at the rear of 
the first floor, is closely connected 
with the basement’s operations. It 
is the last stage through which the 
paper passes before it gets to the 
hands of the Mewsbog or of the car- 
rier or mail clerk. With its annex 
on the mezzanine floor, the mailing 
room has an area of 7000 square 
feet. Its tables and metallic furnish- 
ings are new and clean, but the 
grateful odor of newly printed paper, 
familiar in all newspuper offices, big 
and little, is not lacking. 

Postmaster Selph personally 
weighed and receipted for the first 
mail consignment of papers sent out 
from the building. He went to the 
mailing room and waited for the first 
copies of the Home Edition. As soon 
as they were wrapped and placed in 
@ mail. sack, the Postmaster put the 
sack on the big scales and weighed

Innovation in 
Creating Types. . : 


Because of the ease and cheapness 
with which type can be made by this 
machine, the old method of distrib- 
uting type by hand and reusing it re- 
peatedly has been abandoned, just 
as the similar method in the case 
of the smaller type was abandoned 
when the linotypes came into use 
for news compbsition. 

The type cast by the monotype is 
placed in classified cases, and is set 
by hand. Having been used, it is 
dumped into the melting vot and 
comes back in bars of type metal, as 
material for new activities of the 
monotype. ‘The largest type cast by 


the monotype is 36-point, a letter 


one-half inch in height. The small 
amount of type above this size used 
is handled in the old way, by dis- 
tribution and resetting. 

The metallic cases which hold the 
output of the monotype form an in- 
closure for the Post-Dispatch job 
printing plant, in which letterheads 
and circulars for use in the office 
and in the paper’s correspondence 
are printed.

Health Ideal 
Is Maintained

HE new Post-Dispatch 

building is an inspiring 

example of what can be 

done by a big business estab- 

lishment to provide healthful 

working quarters for its em- 

ployes. It represents the highest 

ideals in sanitation and hy- 
giene. 

The striking features of the 
building, from the standpoint of 
one interested primarily in the 
public health, are the splendid 
lighting and ventilation, ard 
the remarkable amount of air 
space allowed for each em- 
ploye. The allowance of air 
space, in proportion to the 
number of employes, is greater 
than in any building in - St. 
Louis that I know of. This is 
accomplished by the unusual 
height of the rooms, and the 
avoidance of any crowding of 
the workers. 

Sunlight and fresh air are 
Nature’s greatest disinfectants. 
They minimize the danger of 
infection—a danger which al- 
ways exists in some degreo 
where men work together in- 
doors. The amount of sunlight 
and fresh air in the Post-Dis- 
patch building is little less 
than wonderful. 

The special ventilating and 
air-washing machinery, which 
I inspected in the basement, is 
the last word in appliances of 
this sort. Its value will be 
shown in the winter months, 
when ordinary ventilation 
methods do not always suffice 
for supplying fresh air and 
comfortable temperature at the 
same time. 

The toilet facilities and show- 
er baths,are of the very latest 
pattern. St is evident, in every 
part of the building, that the 
health, comfort and safety of 
employes have been the first 
consideration.

by a special air-cleansing and tem- 
pering plant which stands on a mez- 
zanine floor above the pressroom, on 
the Olive street side. 


A fan, four feet and a half in di- { 


ameter, in the center of this bal- 
cony, creates a suction which draws 
air from without, through a tem- 
pering chamber and a large washer, 
in which the air passes through 
sprays of water. The blast from this 
fan sends the washed air along 
through coils of heating pipes, which 
will be used only in cold weather. 

This cleaned and tempered air is 
blown, through ducts and registers, 
to various places around the base- 
ment, and to the business office and 
the mailing room. Special ventila:- 
ing apparatus is also in use on the 
fourth and fifth floors. 

Lighting is hy the indirect method, 
from ceiling illuminators, which sup- 
ply the brightest light with the least 
exposure to the eyes of workers. This 
effect is aided by the walls, which 
are of a light green hue, with cream 
ceilings, on the second, third and 
fifth floors, the fourth floor having 
walls and pillars of white tile. 


Newest Safety 
Devices Installed. 


The newest safety devices for ele- 
vators are used in the Post-Dispatch 
Building, being here introduced for 
the first time in St. Louis, although 
the new Statler Hotel, when com- 
pleted, will have practically the same 
devices. The safety clutches for ele- 
vator carriages, for the protection of 


passengers, rxre not new, being now 
in use in a number of buildings here. 
But the Post-Dispatch Building ele- 
vators, in addition, have safety de- 
vices to prevent the falling of the 
counterweights, which, if permitted 
to fall from the top of a shaft, might 
crash into tne basement. Safety 
locks are also provided on the cars, 
so that a car cannot start until the 
door has been closed. 

The Post-Dispatch building has 
twc elevators in service in the front 
lobby, with space alloted for a third, 
which may not be needed until the 
building is increased from eight to 
12 stories in height. There is «- 
other passenger elevator at the rea°*.

HB Post-Dispatch Building is 
che fifth home of the Post-Dis- 
patch. The history of the pa- 

per in its previous homes was re- 
counted at the cornerstone laying, 
Oct. 9 last, by Joseph Pulitzer Jr., 
editor of the Post-Dispatch. He 
quoted, in this connection, the rec- 
ord of the paper’s growth of circula- 
tion, as explaining the necessity for 
the successive enlargements, and as 
showing the maintenance and the 
steady strengthening of pubiic con- 
fidence, without which no newspaper 
can endure. Mr. Pulitzer said: 
“The records for the early years 
of our history are unfortunately in- 


complete, but they indicate that the 
first issue of the Post-Dispatch, pub- 


lished tn 1878, at 111 North Broad- 
way, was 987 copies. 

“In 1882, four years later, we 
moved to 515 Market street, but the 
records for this date are migging. 

“Six years later, in 1888, we moved 
to 513 Olive street, when our yearly 
average circulation fr the Daltiy 
Post-Dispatch was 80,340, and for 
Sunday 26,783. 

“Fourteen years later, in 1902, we 
moved to 210 North Broadway, when 
our yearly average circulation was 
for the daily, 94,842, and for the 
Sunday 151,881. 

“And now another 14 years have 
elapsed (it is now more than 15 
years), and we are again forced to 
move by growing circulation, which 
hag averaged for the first nine 
months of this year for the Daily 
Post-Dispatch 181,717, and for the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch 360,193.

RUSSIAN'S “SOBRIETY 
CUARDIANSHIPS” FAIL 


Count Witte’s Social Reform 
Scheme Not Democratic 
Enough to Gain Favor. 


/Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

PETROGRAD, July 15.—The pro- 
visional Government is about to is- 
sue a decree transferring to the 
Zemstvos County Councils the 
“Guardianships of Public Sobriety;” 
and it is expected that institution will 
be abolished or radically reformed. 
Thereby perishes perhaps the only 
social reform experiment in which 
autocratic Russia claimed to lead the 
world. 

The sobriety guardianships are a 
creation of the late Count Sergius 
Witte, Russia’s daring Minister of 
Finance. When Witte in 1895 ex- 
propriated to the state without com- 
pensation all private vodka saloons, 
and proclaimed the state to be sole 
refiner, rectifier and retail seller of 
spirits, he declared his ultimate aim 
was to reduce the consumption otf 
vodka. He reasoned the state, if it 
lost revenue through decline of con- 
sumption, would gain revenue from 
other sources owing to the inereeve 
in the population’s economic pro- 
ductiveness. 

In order to diminish intemperance, 
the state, he declared, must rrovide 
rational amusements and recreations 
for the workman and peasart. This 
was all the more necessary because 
the state liquor monopoly law for- 
bade drinking in saioons and there- 
by destroyed the workingn-an’s only 
social club. The state, which even 
early In the monopoly’s history was 
making 2. net profit of $250,000.000 
(in addition to excise duty), was to 
subsidize the new amusements aod 
recreations. 


On these lines Count Witte cre- 
ated the guardianships of public so- 
briety and gave them such subsidies 
as state financial exigencies allowed. 
Every province had a supreme guar- 
dianship and every district of a prov- 
ince had a subordinate guardianship. 
Petrograd, Moscow and a few other 
large cities had independent guar- 
dianships. The guardianships organ- 
ized people’s theaters, reading rooms, 
concerts, lectures and holiday fetes 
and later arranged for a “temper- 
ance” railroad train in which in dif- 
ferent districts lectures against 
drink were delivered and diagrams 
and other exhibits to show the hy- 
gienic and social evils of drink were 
displayed. The president of the 
guardianships was Emperor Nich- 
olas’ kinsman, Prince Peter of Olden- 
burg. 

No state except Russia ever con- 
ceived such a comprehensive scheme 
of temperance propaganda. But the 
guardianships had only a qualified 
success. In accord with the old bu- 
reaucratic system, the members were 
recruited mainly from official cir- 
cles, backed by the church and the 
army. Independent social workers 
‘and experts, especially those with 
liberal political ideas, were excluded. 
(At the same -time the monopoly 
fafled from every standpoint except 
that of state finance. Count Witte 
had passed a local option law giving 
the peasant communes the right to 
petition in favor of the closing of 
the local state drink saloon, but in 
practice the state ignored the peti- 
tions. 

Though hampered by this, the 
guardianships did some good work. 
They created many scores of people’s 
theaters, established libraries, dis- 
seminated anti-drink literature and 
organized thousands of concerts and 
lectures. But Russian society held 
suspiciously aloof and demanded re- 
form of the guardianships on demo- 
cratic lines.

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NEGRO SOLDIERS URGED 


War Department Is Contemplat- 
ing “Mixed” Divisions Under 
Present Scheme. 


Specia) to the. Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 138.—Erf- 
forts are being made by influential 
civilians to win the indorsement of 
the War Department for the pro- 
posal to‘assemble all the negro regi- 
ments, either already organized or 
to be formed from the men who are 
drafted, into a separate division. 
That enough negro officers for the 
lower grades could be had without 
trouble is held to have been proved 
by results at the Fort des Moines 
negro training camp. 
The candidates there are about to 
complete their instruction and offi- 
cial reports from the officers in 
charge say a large number of the 
students can be used to officer the 
negro units. In addition to the units 
in the regular army there are two 
negro regiments in the national 
guard—the Fifteenth New York and 
the Elghth Illinocis—separate battal- 
ions in Ohio and the District of Co- 
lumbia and four “odd” companies, 
one each in Connecticut, Maryland, 
Tennessee and Massachusetts. 


The War Department, however. 
has not proceeded further along the 
line of a race segregation policy than 
its previously announced decision to 
have certain regiments composed en- 
tirely of negroes. Under the pres- 
ent plans some divisions of the n:3- 
tional army will be “mixed.” It has 
been estimated that 756,000 negroes. 
were registered on June 6. This 
would indicate that about 57,000 will 
be drafted in the first quota of the 
national army; enough, under the 
new organization plan, to form three 
divisions. That computation cannot 
be strictly accurate because it does 


not follow that the racial elements/ 


were evenly spaced in the drawing 
of the numbers. It is also known 
that the ratio of exemption for phye- 

1 disability will be much higher} 
or the colored race than for the 
white. 

The question of where these men‘ 
are to be trained is also causing 
some embarrassment to the admin- 
istration.

At a meeting of the St. Louis com- 
mittee Friday, a report was mado 
by Vice Chairman W. E. McGarry, 
detailing -.some of the methods al- 
ready used by St. Louis railroads to 
facilitate shipping with a minimum 
use of cars. One instance was 
pointed out where the Cotton Belt 
Railroad, with the co-operation of 
Shippers, loaded three minimum 
sfhipments into one car when ordi- 
narily each shipper could legally 
have demanded and used a whole 
car for his shipment. 

Four Cars to Do Work of Five. 

A plan has been worked out by 
which four cars are to be made to 
do the work of five in carrying wa- 
termelons from Southeast Missouri, 
where an unusually heavy crop ‘is 
now being delivered. This is to be 
accomplished by a more compact 
method of loading the melons, by 
which the capacity of each car is in- 
creased 20 per cent. The Railroad 
War Board has asked the State Pub- 
lic Service Commission to order the 
melons to be loaded in this manner. 2%

At least 250,000 men of the nation- 
al army will have to be transported 
to the training camps, not to men- 
jtion the thousands of caroads df 
supplies necessary for the soldiers. 
At the same time, the grain and 
other trafic will be increasing steadi- 
ly with limited facilities for its 
transportation. 

Difficulties Are Increased. 

The dificulties of the railroads are 
increased by the withdrawal of 
coastwise ships on the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans and much of the sea- 
going craft on the Great Lakes. The 
Government is making use of these 
vessels and it is up to the railroads 
to handle the traffic that in former 
times moved by water. This means 
that thousands of cars will have to 
haul sugar, grain, fruit and other 
commodities from the Pacific coast 
to the Atlantic, as there are no ship 
bottoms available for such service. 
The roads are now handling much 
of this traffic. 

Along with other high trafffic rec- 
ords the coal tonnage is making a 
big showing, according to the St.

TLE FARM PRODUCE 
SENT BY PARCEL POST 


Efforts to Employ It to Establish 
City Trade Often Have 
Not Succeeded. 


Ever since the parcel post system 
went into effect, and before it has 
been said frequently that there is 
a great field for the parcel post sale 
of eggs and dressed fowls to cuis- 
tomers in cities. The field is still 
there, but it is being cultivated to a 
slight extent only. Efforts to estab- 
lish such a trade often have not suc- 
ceeded. Sometimes the fault is 2n 
one side, sometimes on the other. 
Right now the food conservation au- 
thorities at Washington and in some 
of our stale capitals are urging farm- 
ers to secure 10 or a dozen families 
as regular customers for eggs, fowls, 
vegetables, fruit, etc. It sounds good 
but it is not an easy proposition. 

The farmer, ,perhaps, cannot, or 
will not, regularly furnish what is 
called for. On the other hand, two 
or three of the city customers will 
drop out for no good reason. If there 
is failure on either side the plan 
speedily falls through. 

It seems that there should be some. 
vay of building up such a trade. Ii 
should be profitable both to producer 
and consumer. It is worth study ané 
effort. 

In one successful instance a man 
runs the egg and fruit farm some 
distance from a city, in which his 
father lives. The father has a city 
business, but resides in a populous 
and wealthy suburb. He gets the 
customers and keeps them, or gets 
new ones when old ones drop out. 
This farm sells only the choicest of 
eggs, fowls, apples; grapes and. ber- 
ries, and all are sold at a premium 
price. Some of the goods are shipped 
by parcel post, some by express.

Goose an Interesting 
Fowl! and Not a Foo! 


Whether geese are beautiful or 
not depends upon one’s taste. Cer- 
tainly the white Embdens are beau- 
tiful, for example, perhaps the most 
beautiful of all, though not so popu- 
lar as some others. The most popu- 
lar goose in America is the toulouse. 
The black Africans are rapidly gain- 
ing in favor. Their admirers insist 
they have no rivals from a practical 
point of view. The wild, or Canada, 
goose is quite easily domesticated 
and it has merit. The goose is an 
interesting fowl] and is not so very 
foolish, after all. He knows how to 
care for himself quite well, and 
probably keeps freer from disease 
than any other kind of poultry. This 
may be due in part to the fact that 
he lives very well -on grass and wa- 
ter most of the year. 

Goslings are not difficult to han- 
dle and to raise. If confined it is 
important to see that they are free 
from lice. If you want to Keep them 
at home it is a good plan to confine 
them rather closely until they are 
fairly well feathered out. Goose 
eggs are scarcely a commercial pro- 
duct, though they sell at fancy 
prices—10 to 15 cents apiece in city 
markets at Easter time. Some like 
them as well as or better than duck 
eggs. 

And the goose deserves greater 
popularity than he has upon Ameri- 
can tables, where he is pushed aside 
largely by the turkey. Far be it 
from me to say anything against the 
turkey as an edible product, but the 
goose also is mighty good eating. In 
Europe he takes the place of the 
turkey with us. It is asserted by 
some authorities that the goose is 
the most wholesome of all poultry 
for eating purposes, 


Where One Was Before 


Women’s clubs and other organi- 
zations all over the country are pre- 
paring to help win the war. Certain- 
ly the women, no Jess than the men, 
are factors in waging wars, not mere- 
lv as workers in munition factories, 
but in almost numberless other ways. 
In Oregon the State W. C. T. U. is 
seeking to do its “bit,” and has 
adopted as its slogan: “Make twce 
chickens grow this year where one 
yrew last year.” If the number of 
chickens grown in all states this yeur 
could be brought up to double the 
usual number that would be a very 
important contribution to the aco- 
nomic strength of the nation. It 
seems to be more and more apparent 
that economic strength will be che 
determining factor. The products of 
the garden and of the poultry yard 
can be doubled. This is not true «f 
livestock in general nor of grain and 
fruit crops.

STORAGE SPECULATORS 
LIKELY 10 LOSE MONEY 


They Hold 50,000,000 Pounds 
of Poultry With Prices on 
the Down Grade. 


By T. E. QUINSENBERRY, 
President American School of Poul- 
try Husbandry. 


The purpose of some of the big 
cold storage houses and dealers in 
poultry to make a huge profit, and 
evidently at the expense of the pub- 
lic, is shown by the statement re- 
cently made officially at Washingtcn 
to the effect that the amount of 
poultry in cold storage is about 60;- 
000,000 pounds, or nearly 10 times as 
great as a year ago at this season. 


And it looks as though these intend- 
ing profiteers had greatly over-| 
reached themselves. They put up 
prices to record-breaking figures, 
and, of course, expected to keep un 
pushing up the prices, but they have 
not been able to “put it over’ ap- 
parently, and the future looks still 
darker for them. Prices have been 
coming dewn, and further radical 
demoralization is predicted. 

Perhaps it serves ‘em right. One 
surely cannot blame the city con- 
summers for not standing for the un- 
usual prices asked earrfier in the sea- 
con. They quit buying. Unfortunats- 
lv, there is danger that the producers 
will suffer during the coming 
n.onths., 

In the markets of the large East- 
ern cities prices for poultry are rath- 
er lower than would be expected in 
view of the general high price level 
of food commodities, while eggs are 
high in price. Eggs in New York 
ar:d Boston sell for 45 to 60 cents, 
depending upon size, color, quality 
and uniformity. These are high mid- 
suummer prices. Prices reached 
about 90 cents last winter. They bid 
fair to go to a dollar during the com- 
ing months. 

This is not as bad as prices in Ger- 
many, where it is said that eggs coat 
°5 cents each in the cities, when :hey 
are available at all, but it is an ex- 
tremely high price, and puts the egg 
quite beyond the reach of the ma- 
jority of city families as a staple ar- 
ticle of diet.

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Poultry Problems 
Solved 


Early Moulting. 

Please let me know if it is not too 
early for hens to moult at this tims 
of year, and won’t they make win- 
ter layers? Last year they moulte4 
early and I did not get an egg from 
summer until spring. I have a good 
strain of Rhode Island Reds.—H. T. 
S., St. Louis. 

Other conditions being equal, the 
ren that moults early is the one that 
is in best shape to lay early. This is 
true to such an extent that many 
poultry raisers make an effort to 
control the moult through feeding 
rm:ethods. By cutting down the feed 
the birds are partially starved for a 
period of 10 days or two weeks. This 
siarts the feathers to falling since 
arything that will cause physical or 
nerve exhaustion will cause feathers 
to drop out. Heavy laying or sick- 
ness has the same effect is etarva- 
tion. At the end of the starvation 
period the hens are fed heavily on 
rutritious feeds to stimulate the new 
coat of feathers. Thus the moulting 
process is finished before cool weath- 
er sets in, and the hens are in Sood 
physical condition for an early start 
at laying in the fall 

August is not too early for the 
moult to begin, and you may be sure 
the early moulting of your nens last 
year was not responsible for your 
getting no eggs last winter, untess 
these birds did not finish feathering 
before cola weather. Some other 
cause was responsible for thcir faili- 
ure to lay. It will pay you: to feed 
vour hens on nourishing food of a 
kind that will stimulate feather 
growth. Among the best of these 
foeds are skim milk, oilmeal, bran. 
meat meal, alfalfa or clover meal, 
and tame sunflower seeds. A little 
ticcture of iron in the drinking water 
is a good tonic for this time, and 
many poultrymen put old, rusty iron 
in the water for the — reason. 


Afling Duckte. 

I have white Muscovy ducks and 
two of them hold their heads hack, 
and shake as if they were dizzy. 
Sometimes they ore hardly able to 
walk, and they fall over on their 
backs. Their heads seem to be 
swollen. I killed one of the others 
and it was very fat. Do you think: 
they were affected by the heat#? I 
feed bran and bread mash, and have 
plenty of water and grit before them. 
Sometimes I mix a little beef scrap 
with the mash.—P. M. &., St. Louis, 
Mo. 

The ailment undoubtedly is an 
apoplectic or paralytic affection 
brought on through a deficiency, of 
mineral matter, bone making ele- 
ments, in the feed. The heat, and 
fat condition of the birds were con- 
tributing causes. You may not save 
the two birds affected, but if you 
will see that these ducks get plenty 
of green, succulent feed, and not so 
much food tnat is fattening and 
heating, I think you will have no 
more trouble.

DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 18.—-“I do 
not believe that President Wilson 
will miss any opportunity to bring 
about a peace that will be honorabie 
and have a fair chance of being per- 
manent,” said Henry Ford in an in- 
terview this. week. 

“In the meantime it is up to the 
people of this country to give him 
our loyal support. 

Thinks Germany Should Disarm. 

“In my mind Germany should be 
the first to disarm and get back tw 
her own territory without gain. Who 
knows but Germany would be the 
first to say it would disurm if the 
rest would? 

“For once and all war is now dis- 
credited in the whole world and the 
ercat thing to be reached is the de- 
struction of war for the future. 

“I cannot see that any great herm 
has come in waiting until now with 
our war preparations. Things have 
moved so fast in a mechanical way 
since this war began that inany 
things that were new three :ears ago 
are likely to be out of date aow. Pre- 
paring now, we can do so in the 
light of three years of wa) experi- 
enee and have our preparation up-to- 
date, thus making the most of ‘our 
resources. 

Glad to Help Government. 

“We are making 200,000 airplane 
cylinders of stecl for the Government 
to be Gelivered at the rate of 1000 
a day. We have just.developed a 
way of making a cylinder of solid 
steel cheaply. We are glad to he! p 
the Government ard would help even 
more if called oni. We are glad to 
help in the fich+ to stamp out mili- 
tarism. We feel we are doing that 
in producing the cylinders and would 
produce 6000 or 10,000 a day if 
called on. 

“A great many of the men who 
work on these cylindérs are of Ger- 
man birth ana they are just as keen 
for stamping out militarism as any 
of us. We all want the war to stop, 
and the way to stop it is to let the 
world know that this country is in 
it is for all it is worth.” 

Ford has left the matter of price 
to be settled by the Government 
after the cylinders are made—a fair 
recompense, without profit to the 
Ford company The price is going 
to be surprisingly low. 

“It costs very iittle more to pro- 
duce steel now than it did before 
the war,” said Ford. 

“IT have tried to look for some 
good that may come out of the war— 
as some good can usually be found 
coming out of the worst. I believe 
this war will impress us with the 
fact that we are the most wasteful 
nation on the globe and that we will 
follow lines that will make more for 
economy and efficiency. 


Little Man 'n a Big Auto.

Would Not Raise One 
Breed Exclusively 


A poultry writer says he does not 
recommend either the smaller fowls 
like the Leghorn or the so-called ali- 
purpose fowls to the exclusion of the 
other. Both have their place. If one 
cares only, or chiefly, for eggs, no 
better variety can be chosen than 
the White Leghorn, and this variety 
is not without value for the table. 
This is true especially of the young 
cockerels at the broiler stage. Leg: 
horns are small, but they begin grow- 

ing strongly, and the difference in 
size at 10 to 12 weeks is not so great 
as later. The surplus cockerels 
should be fed well and should be 
sold as broilers as soon as they are 
ready, and in most places they can 
be sold at good prices at this stage. 
In this way the problem of the dis- 
position of the males in a laying va- 
-lety is not serious They can be

PLEA IS FOR EFFICIENCY 
Welfare of Army Demands In- 


creased Authority, Dr. E. J. 
Goodwin Declares. 


. A movement to admit medical of- 
ficers of the United States Army to 
«he higher ranks of command has 
been taken up by the Missouri State 
Medical Association, which will ask 
county societies through the State to 
join in sending resolutions on this 
subject to members of Congress. 
The National Council of Defense 
is co-operating with medical organ- 
izations in the movement. At pres- 
ent, the highest rank of army physi- 
cians is that of Major, except for 
Surgeon-General Gorgas, who holds 
the rank of Major- General by spe- 


cial act of Congress. 

_ The supporters of this movement 
contend that the physicians of the 
army medical corps should be eligi- 
ble to the ranks of Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel, Colonel, Brigadier-General and 
Major-General. Such a proposal is 
now before Congress, in the form of 
an amendment to.a Senate bill, the 
amendment having been introduced 
by “Senator Owen of Oklahoma. 

Dr. E. J. Goodwin, secretary of 
the Missouri State Medical Society, 
said yesterday to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the primary purpose was 
rot to increase the salary and the 
dignity of the medica! officers. . In- 
stead, he said, the change is ad- 
vocated as a necessity in che direc- 
tion of efficiency. 

“The chief reason why medical 
officers should have higher rank,” 
he said, “is that, for the welfare 
of the army, they should have in- 
creased authority. And it is not 
practicable for them to exert in- 
creased authority without higher 
rank. 

“In the army, the weight of ar 
cfficer’s authority, and the ttentior. 
paid to his recommendations cr 
complaints, depends on his rank. 
When a physician or surzeon -be- 
comes an army officer in uniform, 
the worth of his opinion is mess: 
ured by his rank. His recommenda- 
sons are considered according to his 
rank. A Captain or Lieutenant can- 
rot go far in advising a Drigadier- 
General. 

“This is not a theoretical matter. 
Our own experience in the Spanish 
War, at the Chickamugua Camp, was 
that because of the failure to heed 
the recommendations of medical of- 
ficers, and because of their map of 
authority to do more than re¢om- 
mend, preventable diseases killed 
many men. The British Govern- 
ment, after similar experiences, and 
the French Government, have adopt- 
e4 the measure now proposed here.”’ 


30 BOYS IN CLAYTON JAIL FOR 
STEALING FREIGHT TRAIN RIDE 


No Special Effort to Notify Parents 
and None Bailed Out Last 
Night. 

Thirty boys, all of whom reside in 
the neighborhood of Union and Bt. 
Louis avenues, were arrested at 
Wellston yesterday afternoon. by 
special Deputy Sheriffs when riding 
on a Rock Island freight train. The 
county authorities say that as many 
more boys, who were riding on the 
train, escaped. ~ 

The boys were taken to Clayton, 
where they were placed in cells in 
the basement of the county -court- 
housé, reserved for juvenile prison- 
ers.

The Navy League’s press aaent 3 is- 
sued a long statement charging, 
without substantiation, Daniels has 
“prostituted” the navy to profit his 
own political fortunes. The state- 
ment alleges that the Navy. League, 
through its great organization, has 
done a tremendous service for the 
officers and men on American. bat- 
tleships and that Daniels will not 
dare to carry out his threat to stop 
this good work. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent 
obtained a copy of the financial 
statement of the Navy League of 

‘'nited States for the year end- 
ing March 31, 1917. The report es- 
tablishes as fact that the - league 
during that periad collected $129,822 
from people throughout the country 
and expended $786.25 on gifts to the 
officers and men of the navy, or $1 
out of approximately each $165 col 
lected.

figures he presents are almost -unbelieveable. You may have read about SGenet-Merciers. 


the extraordinary volume of shells fired during the 
last Somme offensive, 200,000 a day on each side, it 
was estimated. Well, the munition plants in America 
will be able to turn out 500,000 shells a day. 

The writer tells of a visit to 15 munition plants 
located in all parts of the country from Gloucester, 
Mass., to St. Louis, Mo. These shops, he found, were 
producing 75,000 shells a day, an amount he estimates 
is easily doubled by the shops actively engaged in 
shell making that he did not include in his tour. 
These shells range from three-inch to 12 inches, the 
majority, however, being 3-inch and 4.7-inch. 


Thus, plants actively in operation are turning out 
150,000 shells a day. Under the direction of the Coun- 
cil of National Defense hundreds of automobile and 
other plants are being equipped for war work. Just 
what the number is and their location are not made 
public, but the engineer estimates that their total 
production will easily bring the amount of shells 
manufactured in this country to 500,000, more, he 
thinks, than will ever be needed. 


The report takes one shop in the Middle West. as 
an example of what can be done on short notice. This 
plant, 88x126 feet; built in a few weeks and equipped 
with special machinery, is turning out from 1200 to 
1800 8-inch shells a week, or 250 to 300 a working day. 
These shells weigh 250 pounds,.so that a large amount 
of metal passes through this shop in a single day.. In 
one city two shops were found with a capacity of 3000 
shells of the 9.2-inch variety per day and another 
plant in the same place was making 500 12-inch 
shells each working day. These weigh 800 pounds 
each. 


“Shell turning plants,” says the report, “splendidly 
equipped and in many cases with special machinery 
designed and built for this particular work can be 
found in nearly every manufacturing city east of the 
Mississippi River. The location of these plants ex- 
tends much further south than we are accustomed 
to find in manufacturing work of this kind. And even 
more than the plants themselves, there have been 
trained thousands of men who never before saw the 
inside of a machine shop.” 


It is pointed out that some plants which made shells 
‘on sub-contracts have finished their work and have 
disposed of the machinery. However, the great- ma- 
jority of plants are still in existence, particularly 
those. which are best equipped, and these will be 
available at a moment’s notice to handle the Gov- 
ernment contracts which are even now being placed. 
Of course, in some minor cases changes will have to 
be made to adapt the machines to the American type 
of shell, but the difference is so slight that it will 
not materially delay the output. 


“And when,” declares the report, “we realize that 
there are single shell-turning plants with a capacity 
of 10,000 3-inch shells a day, plants where 1000 9-inch 
shells can be put through every 24 hours, we get some 
idea of the tremendous shell capacity that is now 

- available in this courtry.”

Gen. Thomas James, in a forgotten book, 
a copy of which recently was discov- 
ered by the Missouri Historical So- 
ciety, tells how John Colter, the dis- 
coverer of Yellowstone Park, was 
given a “sporting chance” to escape 
by a band of Indians and saved his 
life by hiding for several hours in a 
beaver house oi : : 


history was suppressed almost as soon as it ap- 

peared in print. It was “Three Years Among 

the Indians and Mericans,” by Gen. Thomas 
James of Monroe County, Illinois. It was printed “at 
the office of the War Eagle” in Waterloo, IU., in 1846. 
Until about siz years ago it seemed to have disappeared 
altogether, Then the Missouri Historical Society ob- 
tained @ copy, and by investigating since it has learned 
of one other copy extant. 

On the record it is one of the rarest of all rare books 
of American history. It is full of stirring gdventures 
in the early West, which explains why it enlisted the in- 
terest of Judge Walter B. Douglas, vice president of the 
Historical Society, who, after extensive research in edit- 
ing it, has given the result in a notable reprint, pub- 
lished by the. Society in an edition of 365 copies. 

“The reason for the suppression of the book is not far 
to seek,” Judge Douglas writes. “Gen. James was evi- 
dently a@ man of bitter prejudices and an unbridled 
tongue.” He made use of it in writing of members of 
the Missouri Fur Company and other prominent Si. 
Louisans with whom as a young man he had been asso- 
ciated, beginning in 1807 on a celebrated expedition in- 
tended to reach the Rocky Mountains via the Missour: 
river. As James tells all he knows and perhaps more, 
this does not decrease the life-interest of his thrilling 
stories, one of the most thrilling of which is “Colter's 
Race.” He gives the story as he had it from Colter him- 
self. As it follows it has been condensed from his ver- 
sion by William Vincent Byars. ~ 


; Ox of the most interesting books in St. Louis’ 


OHN COLTER, born in Virginia, was a member 
of the Lewis and Clark expedition and he aft- 
erwards discovered Yellowstone Park. Gen. 
James says that in 1806, when returning from 
Oregon, Colter was persuaded by a party of 
hunters to turn back up the Missouri with 
them, and that the next year he helped Manuel 

Lisa build a fort at the Big Horn. “In one of his many 
excursions from this post to the forks of the Missouri 
for beaver, he made the wonderful escape * * # 
which I give precisely as he related to me”: 

While ascending the Jefferson River, each in his own 
canoe, Colter and his partner, John Potts, were stopped 
by a war party of about 800 Indians, Blackfeet, noto- 
rious as thieves, by whom he expected to be robbed, but 
not killed. Colter was seized, disarmed and stripped 
naked while Potts was still in the middle of the stream. 
Seeing this, Potts refused to land. He was fired on and 
mortally wounded. An Indian was instantly killed by his 
return shot, but before he could reload his rifle he was 
riddled with bullets. The Blackfeet hacked his body to 
pieces, while the relatives of the Indian he had killed 
struggled to reach Colter with their tomahawks. But 
the chiefs called a council on him and for some reason, 
decided to give him a chance for his life. 

He did not understand at first that it was to be a 
“sporting chance,” with odds of one in the hundred 
against him. When they motioned him towards the prai- 
rie, saying, “Go, go,” he expected to be shot in the back. 
They urged him to go faster. Turning at about 80 or 100 
yards, he saw the young braves stripping off their 
blankets and leggings. Then he understood. It was to 
be a man hunt. His chance for his life depended on out- 
running the entire tribe. 

He started at his utmost speed. Soon the warwhoop, 
sounding behind, announced the Blackfeet in full chase, 
*“‘He ran with all the strength that nature, excited to 
the utmost, could give. Fear and hope lent a super- 
natural vigor to his limbs and the rapidity of his flight 
astonished himself. The Madison Fork lay directly be- 
fore him, five miles from his starting place.” His one 
chance in the hundred lay in reaching it. | 

It was lessened by the laceration of his naked feet from 
the thorns of the prairie, but he held almost to his first

Then, with the swiftest runners of the Blackfeet in sight, 
the rest of his pursuers were strung out far behind. 


Attempting once more to reach topspeed, the hunted 
man burst a dlood vessel. A violent hemorrhage fol- 
lowed. ‘‘At every leap the red stream spurted before 
him.” He ran on until, with his limbs rapidly growing 
weaker, he looked back and found that only one Indian 
was in sight. As he felt he could go no farther, Colter 
stopped and begged for life in the Crow language. The 
answer of the Blackfoot was to throw off his blanket, 
grasp his spear in both hands and rush forward to give 
the death stroke. Naked and apparently defenseless, 
Colter avoided the lunge. His weight, thrown forward 
on the Indian, who was almost overbalanced in giving 
the stroke, carried the Blackfoot to the ground. The 
spear broke in the fall, leaving the fragment with the 
iron head in Colter’s hands. The Indian, falling under- 
neath, begged for life, but Colter drove the spear through 
his body, wrenched it out, rose and, seizing the blanket 
of the dying man. ran on. He had lost time in the strug- 
gle, and probably he was now much weakened by the 
loss of blood, for when he next looked back, the whole 
war party seemed to be in sight, scattered behind him. 
“A shout and a yell’’ from them encouraged him to his 
last effort, and he still had breath enough left to swim 
when, after plunging through a thicket of willows on the 
banks of ihe Madison Fork, he saw that he had reached 
a beaver dam. 


As Colter explained to James, his life was saved by 
tis knowledge of the house-building habits of the beaver. 
A beaver house, entered by diving, has a comfortable up- 
per story above water, with air enough in it to supply a 
beaver family. ‘Dashing through the willows on the 
hank, he plunged into the stream, and saw, close be- 
side him, a beaver house, standing about 10 feet above 
the surface of the water. * * * Diving under the 
water, he arose in the beaver house, where he found a 
dry and comfortable resting place on the upper floor or 
story of this singular structure. The Indians soon came 
upand in their eearch for him, they stood upon the roof 
of the house of refuge, which he expected every moment 
to hear them breaking open.” The roof held, however, 
and, after searching everywhere except inside the beaver 
home, the Blackfeet moved away, up and down the 
stream, returning after about two hours and repeating 
the search. Waiting until he was sure he would not be 
seen, Colter dived out and made his way towards the 
mountain gap through which the river entered the val- 
ley. The pass was the only way out. Thinking that the 
Indians would certainly guard it, and lay in ambush to 
kill him, the trapper began a desperate attempt to climb 
“the almost perpendicular mountain befere him, the 
top and sides of which a great way down were covered 
with perpetual snow. He clambered up this fearful ascent 
about four miles below the gap, holding on by the rocks, 
shrubs and branches of trees, and by morning had 
reached the top.” 

He lay there all day, and at night began a new strug- 
gle for life, naked except for a blanket and with the 
Lisa Fort on the Big Horn “about 300 miles to th® 
rortheast.” He gaid little of how he covered these 300

miles, except that as his feet were terribly suliadk 
journey took him 11 days, and that as he lived on 
he was very thin when he reached the fort.

James says that Colter was a man © of * SCOT 
veracity, This is now true, but for a long time af 
his return to St. Louis, it was not.

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ANY articles and even books 
have been written about the 
Lafayette Escadrille on the 


French front, but no more 
graphic account has been given of the 
ceaseless activities of the flyers than 
that contained the statements made 
by Adjutants Frederick Henry Prince 
and Laurence Rumsey before the Senate 
subcommittee on military affairs on 
June 18 last. The men were questioned at fairs 
at length by the members of the com- 
mittee who had under consideration the $640,000,000 
aviation bill. Prince and Rumsey happened to be in 
America on a furlough and the Senate took advantage 
of the fact to get some first-hand information as to the 
value of flying machines for offensive work. 

. Prince had figured in 17 aerial engagements with the 
Germans and Rumsey in 30 or 35. The matter of fact 
manner in which these two men discussed their hazard- 
ows work lends a peculiarly striking touch to their 
narrative. It will be noted that the testimony as taken 
by the committee stenographer is slightly rambling, but 
it must be remembered that Prince and Rumsey are not 
orators but fighters, and they answered all questions 
put to them in a natural, conversational manner which 
appears a bit awkward when put into cold type. 


HE CHAIRMAN: Adjt. Frederick Henry 
Prince and Adjt. Laurence Rumsey, Amer- 
ican citizens enlisted in the Lafayette Es- 
cadrille, have kindly consented to be with 
us today, and Adjt. Prince will tell us 

. something of the function of the airplane 
in modern warfare. 

Adjt. Prince: Senator, there are about four kinds of 
machines used abroad on the western front today. The 
machines that Adjt. Rumsey and myself are looking aftcr 
are called the battle machines. Then there are the pho- 
tography machines, machines that go up to enable the 
taking of photographs of the German batteries, go back 
of the line and take views of the country behind their 
jines and find out what their next line of attack will be, 


or, if they retreat from the present lines, then everything 


in that way. Probably we have where we are, in my 
group alone, a hundred and fifty photographers, who do 
nothing all day long except develop pictures, and you 
can get pictures of any part of the country that you 
want. When the Germans retreated from the old line 
where they used to be, by Peronne and Chaulnes, we 
had absolute pictures of all the Hindenburg line from 
where they are now right down to St. Quentin and down 
to the line the French are on. We had photographs of 
it all. 

Senator Kirby: When they started on the retreat? 

Adjt. Prince: Yes, sir. So we knew exactly where 
their stand would be made. Then, besides that, those 
photograph machines do a lot of scouting. They have a 
pilot and a photographer aboard. He has not only a 
camera, but quite often he has a Lewis gun with him in 
order to ward off any hostile airmen if they should get 
through the battle planes that are above him. They do 
& great deal of the scouting, because they fly at a lower 
level. The battle planes go up to protect photography 
machines, or to go man hunting, as it is called; in other 
words, to fight the Germans. We fly all day, as high 
as we can go, or as high as the French go as a rule,

Prince: The other kind is the scouting ma- 
chine, or the photography machine, which is used.g 
great deal. They use that to a great extent—several 
types of Farmans. 

The Chairman: You said there were four machines. 
You have described the photography machine and the 
battle plane. 

Adjt. Prince: Then comes the artillery regulating ma- 
chine. That machine goes up, and it may be a Farman 
or a bi-motor, or some other kind of heavier machine, a 
machine that goes slowly. They go over a certain spot. 
They have « driver, who is a pilot, like ourselves; then 
they have an artillery officer on board, whose sole duty 
it is to send back word, mostly by Marconi, to his bat- 
tery where the shots are landing. He will say, ‘Too far,” 
“Too short,” “Right” or “Left,’ and he stays there over 
this battery until the work done by the French guns 
has been absolutely controlled. Above him he has battle 
planes keeping him from being attacked by German air- 
men. Of course, they may be shot at by anti-aircraft 
guns, which you cannot help. That is artillery regu- 
lating. 


The Chairman: Are you always attacked from above? 
Adjt. Prince. By airplanes; yes, sir. It is always 
much safer to attack from above. 


Then we have bomb-dropping machines, which carry 
a lot of weight. They go out sometimes in the daytime, 
but mostly at night, and they have these new sights by 
which they can stay up quite high in the air and locate 
the spot to be bombed. They know the wind speed, 
they know their height and they can figure out by this 
new arrangement they have exactly when the time comes 
to let go. their bombs. 

Senator Kirby: eee in the nature of a range- 
finder? 

Adpt. Prince: A sort of range-finder. 

Adjt. Rumsey: It is a sort of telescope that looks 
down between your legs, and you have to regulate your- 
self, observing your speed, and when you see the spot, 
you have to touch a button and off go these things. 

Senator Sutherland: Pretty fairly accurate?

Senator Kirby: When the Germans were in retreat 
from their old line to the present line on the western 
front, did the airmen follow the army and drop bombs 
on them? 

We 
were ordered specifically not to fight them, but to keep 
in contact with them, because when the Germans retreat- 
ed they did it so well that for the first three days after 
the retreat the French and English were not in contact 
with them on the ground. They could not find them. 
They were sending out cavalry ahead. They were-send- 
ing out cavalry right and left. 

Senator Kirby: You did not, in fact, fight them 
with the bombs, but only kept in touch with them? 

Adjt. Prince: No, sir; just doing the same as cavalry 
were. In fact, we were changed from the thirteenth 
group and my squadron was ordered to become part of 
the First Division of the French cavalry, and we went 
down and reported with three or four others. The way 
we could tell whether the troops were German or En- 
glish or French would be to fly. down as low as the tops 
of the trees, and you would be going so fast you could 
not distinguish between the greenish gray of Germany 
and the French light blue with the mud on it. The 
only way is to go right close down; and if they shot at 
you, you knew they were Germans; and if they did not 
you knew they were French. That happened right along. 
We reported several times, and, in fact, at Nesle, when 
they came down there, Thaw reported to the English 
cavalry with Johnson that the Germans were just the 
other side; they had seen them just the other side of 
the canal there. They were both cited in the orders of 
the day, Thaw and De Large, for giving information to 
the English cavalry, who then got in contact. 

That night and for the next two nights it was just 
cavalry being pushed up. By our hangar we would see 
all night long these bodies of cavalry, with the light 
French artillery going on behind them, just pouring into 
the line to keep in contact with the Germans. We never 
took any prisoners at all when we pushed the Ger- 
mans back, 

Senator Kirby: When those fellows are retreating, 
would it be possible to turn the bombing machines over. 
them and drop bombs on them? 

Adjt. Prince: I should think it would have been the 
greatest good in the world, only we did not have them 
in sufficient quantities.

man who has been working for a firm 
for a number of years, and who is liked by 
them, and who is making $300 a month, to 
go to his employers and say, “I. quit.” 
Edward Nash Hurley did this—just like 


© that. He had the nerve and confidence in himself and 


he proved it by making $1,257,000 and more in five years. 
Edward N. Hurley is one of the men who are helping 
Dncle Sam build merchant ships to combat the German 
submarine problem. He is chairman of the Federal Ship- 
ping Board. Previously, he was chairman of the Federal 
Trade Commission, and for some years has been known 
as one of the foremost authorities on business in the 
Dnited States. He is in addition an inventor and to him 
belongs the distinction of originating and developing 
the pneumatic tool industry in this country and Europe. 

This, however, is just a bare outline of what he has 
been and done. For the whole story one must go back 
fome years to Galesburg, Il1., where Hurley was born, 
and where his father worked in the shops of the Burling- 
ton Railroad, and follow his career from his boyhood 
down to the present. It is the tale of a boy who saw 


Visions and has all the elements of a drama. 


The elder Hurley was a South of Ireland man. The 
mother, belonging to the same race and religion, was 
orderly, refined and ambitious. She sent her son to 
the private school of John Hennessy, a North of Ireland 
Presbyterian. 

Hennessy was a stern man. His hands had been 
burned and his fingers, immovable, twisted inward. He 
maintained discipline and his scholastic standards by 
jabbing his knuckles on the heads of his disobedient boy 
pupils. “Those knuckles, although, of course, I didn’t 
realize it at the time,” Mr. Hurley said recently, “taught 
me thoroughness and respect for authority. I honor 
John Hennessy and the training I received at his 
hands.” 

The boy Hurley, small for his age, among stal- 
‘wart brothers, left Galesburg High School at the 
end of his second year. During the summers he had 
worked on his uncle’s farm for $8 a month. 

Jeremiah Hurley put his son at the machinists’ 
trade in the Burlington shops. But the lad saw 
things afar off. “I reprove no boy for building 
castles in the air,” the son observed to an inter- 
viewer, “But such castles are unreal? Yes, most 
of them, but dreaming while at work, honestly 
done, develops the imagination and occasionally 
one of the castles comes out of the sky and gets a 
‘pound standing on earth. Anyway, several of mine 
gid.” 

Time passed in the shops. An elderly Hurley 
brother had gone to Louisville. His letters were 
like stories of adventure to the apprentice at Gales- 
burg. Half through his trade, Edward Hurley him- 
pelf decided to leave home and try his hand at 
something else. The foreman of the shop stated, 
in writing, gladly, “to whom it may concern,” that

jast now, as chairman of the Federal 
Shipping Boa-d, he is helping Uncle 
Sam to make ships for combatting the 
submarine menace—From a job 
‘where his duties were to screw nuts 
on bolts he rose to locomotive engin- 
eer, salesman, inventor, and is chiefly 
known as the man who developed the 
pneumatic tool industry -:- -:- 


“Well, he is a friend of mine.” 

And 80, Hurley, by means of a broom, a handful of 
waste and Dick Cole, was established in the good graces 
of “Dutch” Koegel. 

“I owe much to ‘Dutch’ ose, ”* Mr. Hurley said. 
“The lessons he gave me were like money put out at in- 
terest for my future benefit.’ 

By and by Hurley, still industrious and reliable, was 
transferred to a suburban train, running between Chi- 
and Downer’s Grove. Hadlock was his engineer. 
He had trained “Dutch” Koegel and Koegel spoke of 
‘Hurley, after Hadlock had tried five firemen in five 
weeks. 

Hurley, going from a switching engine to a passenger 
engine, was jumped over the heads of several hundred 
men. A man named Tyler succeeded Hadlock on the 
Downer’s Grove local, which, having many stops and 
several hills to climb, was never on time. 

One day when Hurley was sleeping there was a knock 
on his door. “Call,” cried a boy in the hall.. “You are 
to take out 73.” , 

Hurley had been a fireman for one year ‘and nine 
months. “Seventy-three” was the local to Downer’s 
Grove. To take it out meant that he was to run the 
engine and not shovel its coal. — 

““Tyler broke his engine and was hurt,” the boy ex- 
plained. 

Thus, at 21, Hurley acted as engineer for the first time. 
On that day two stations, contrary to custom, showed 
no flag and because of this the train for once reached 
the yards at the edge of Chicago on its almost forgotten 
schedule. 

There was glory for Hurley in this achievement and it 
was talked about at the crossings, signal stations and 
roundhouses up and down the tracks. “But I never was 
on time again,” he said. “It wasn’t in the engine.” 


Hurley remained an engineer, being the youngest, 
perhaps, in years and service of any in the United States. 
He was running the Downer’s Grove local when the great 
Burlington strike occurred in 1888. A member of the 
engineers’ organization, he stopped work with the rest 
of the unionists. For several months he acted as the 
private secretary of Peter M. Arthur, chief of the Broth- 
erhoood of Locomotive Engineers. Then the master me- 
chanic of the Santa Fe, whom he had known when a boy 
at Galesburg, offered him a brand-new passenger engine 
of a huge and novel type. Hurley accepted it. 


The engine was stiff and its journals needed packing. 
Hurley, on his back under the wheels, saw the shadows 
of several men on the ground near where he was working. 

“Hurley,” said one of them, “we are a committee from 
the brotherhood and have come to tell you that you are

cock, operated by compressed air, cleaned locomotive 
boilers of lime and sediment. 

“I can sell the invention for $1000,” he told his em- 
ployers, having gone to Philadelphia for the purpose, 
“put I'll let you have it if you will give me a small roy- 
alty.”’ 

“But you invented it while working for us,’ his em- 
ployers said, ‘and in the time that belonged to the com- 
pany. The invention, therefore, if purchased, is our 
property. We will pay the inventor a reasonable price, 
but we can’t see that you have any rights in the matter.” 


This was the timé Hurley quit. 


Out of a job, he returned to Chicago. On the street 
he met a man who had formerly been his fireman. “My 
brother,”’ the man said, “has invented a pneumatic bor- 
ing machine.” 


The next morning Mr. Hurley saw the machine and 
its inventor. A bargain was made and experimental 
work was begun in an old barn on the edge of Chi- 
cago. Mr. Hurley mortgaged his home to obtain capital 
with which to establish his first crude, little factory. 
He also borrowed money with which to make a journey 
to England, where he disposed of a number of his patents. 
When he received the first payment for them, $30,000, 
he was loath to trust the money to the uncertainties of 
ocean travel and cabled it to his wife. 

Five years after he started his factory in Chicago 
he disposed of his interest in it for $1,257,000. Then he 
embarked into other branches of the pneumatic tool 
industry and particularly helped to develop the pneu- 
matic riveter, whose rat-tat-tat is so familimr to city 
dwellers who are in proximity to skyscrapers in course 
of construction. This:and other inventions have since 
brought him an enormous fortune. - 

At the beginning of the war in Europe Mr. Hurley was 

chairman of the Federal Trade Commission in 


which capacity he traveled over the United States 
lecturing to business men about cost accounting 
and other matters of great importance. But he 
also was a director of banks, railroads and man- 
ufactories and a farmer at Wheaton, not far 
from Chicago, and felt that his personal affairs 
required attention. Therefore, he resigned his 
office. 

But when the United States was drawn into 
the contest Mr. Hurley was conscripted by the 
President and smilingly ordered to the War Coun- 
cil of the Red Cross... Next, he was made chair- 
man of the nation’s Shipping Board. He is one 
of Mr. Wilson’s chief counselors and is in daily 
conference with members of the Cabinet and with 
other masters of business. 

A slender, rather elegant man, brown of hair 
and eyes, his grayish mustache clipped close to 
his face, Mr. Hurley is sincere and friendly. His 
“Awakening of Business,” a book of 240 pages, 
published this year, can be found in the libraries 
of all the leading colleges and universities.

Applying this reasoning to the problem of 
the U-boats, H. Gernsback and H. Winfield 
Secor have conceived the idea of a mechani- 
cal counterpart of a bloodhound—an elec- 
tric submarine dog which could be turned 
loose in the sea to go hunting for subma- 
rines. Instead of bBmelling out its quarry, 
however, as does the dog, it would be at- 
tracted towards and guided to the lurking 
submarine by delicate mechanical ears. It 
is really a torpedo, centrolled by sound. 

Mr. Gernsbaek and Mr. Secor are not wild 
@reamers; on the contrary, they are both 
experts in everything appertaining to eler- | 
tricity and the mechanism that makes use 
of it. They are the editors of The Electrt- 
cal Experimenter, and in the September 
number of that magazine they will describe 
their picturesque device with a wealth of 
scientific detail. The prestnt article is 
based on advance proofs which Messrs. 
Gernsback and Secor were good enough to 
furnish. | : 
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Starting and controlling machinery by 
sound alone is nothing new. There has been 
on the market for more than a year a toy 
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that is a good example of the principle. It 
is a dog kennel; when its boy owner calls to it a micro- 
phone on the dog’s body catches the sound of the boy’s 
voice, starts some simple mechanism and the dog 
walks out of the kennel... It is on precisely this 
principle that Messrs. Gernsback and Secor would 
have their submarine bloodhound work. 


The inventors propose that a standard torpedo be 
equipped with several super-sensitive microphones pro- 
vided with certain tone filters well known to electrical 
engineers. On coming within the range of the sound 
of a U-boat’s motor, the microphones would actuate an 
audion amplifier or Brown telephone relay, and this in 
turn would close or open control circuits connected with 
the propeller, rudder and diving plane mechanism of 
the torpedo. This would make the electric bloodhound 
head straight for the U-boat until it struck it. 


A submarine’s motors have been detected with micro- 
phone-audions at a distance of more than 20 miles. They 
cannot be made absolutely noiseless, but by mounting 
them on felt and other sound-deadening substances the 
“Germans have succeeded in minimizing their noise. 
Sound, however, travels much better and farther in 
water than in air. “If you don’t think so,” write 
Messrs. Gernsback and Secor, “next time you are in 
your bath tub, submerge both ears in the water and 
flightly rub two fingers together—under the water, of 
course. You will be surprised how well you can hear 
the slightest noises. Therefore, even if the enemy sub- 
marine muffles its motors, we will still be able to hear 
the U-boat machinery over a distance of several miles. 
And that is all we require. 

ae | 
not depend entirely upon the principle of the micro- 
phone’s ‘hearing’ the hum of the motors alone. The 
Germans might in time make their motors entirely noise- 
less—although the authors very much doubt that it can 
be done. There remains the very loud sound of the pro- 
pellers churning the water. And this cannot be 
suppressed by any possible means, unless the U-boat 
lies perfectly still, and a U-boat can’t always lie per- 
fectly still; it must move some time. Then, too, during 
the night, it is forced to come up to the surface, running 


its Diesel oil engines in order to charge the storage 


Datteries. And it is inconceivable how the noise of these 
powerful engines could be deadened entirely so that 
the super-sensitive microphone-audions would not detect 
it, when they once came into a reasonable range. 


“Our electric-mechanical bloodhound then, thanks to 
his electric brain and his electric motors, will start at 
once in the direction of the U-boat, as soon as he picks 
up its noise. Just as his live brother, he will then guide 
us to the invisible enemy as certain as fate. 

“And, like the flesh-and-blood dog, the electric blood- 
bound guides us by a rope. In this case the rope is an 
electric cable through which the current passes to drive 
its propelling motors. The cable runs to the fast motor 
boat chaser, many of which we own already, but which 
are rather ineffective today, due to their biindness, i. e., 
they can neither see nor smell submerged U-boats. Given 
a hundred submarine motor-boat chasers cquipped with 
the authors’ sound-controlled torpedoes, it should be 
possible to rid the oceans of the U-boats in a few months’ 
time.” 

The inventors do not make public all details of their 
plan, for obvious reasons, but remark that even if the 
Germans were to become aware of it, no harm would be

patented, for anybody with the necessary knowledge. of 
already existing machinery and of torpedo building could 
make it. 

The electric bloodhound could be turned loose alone 
in a sea infested with U-boats, were it not for the fact 
that no apparatus can be made that will enable it to dis- 
tinguish between friend and foe. Therefore, its inventors 
rropose that it be kept on a lead, like a live dog, attached 
to the submarine chaser, “by means of a flexible electric 
cable, which is attached to an automatic release drum. 
The commander of the mother ship thus retains control 
over the ever-vicious U-boat bloodhound, which, once it 
hears a submersible purring away in the briny depths, 
immediately proceeds to dive straight for it, prepared 
to sink the suspected craft, whether friend or foe, and 
which, if made fully automatic, would blow the under-sea 
fighter to bits without any parleying whatsoever.” 

The construction and arrangement of this electric 
bloodhound is interesting, but this is not the place for 
such technical details. A most interesting feature, how- 
ever, is that the torpedo does not explode at once when it 
comes in contact with its prey. It is like the well- 
trained hound that does not bite until its master gives 
the word. At its muzzle is a powerful elgctro-magnet, 
which holds it to the U-boat’s side, with a sliding brass 
rod in the core of the magnet. This sliding rod can be 
made to move back and forth, thus tapping on the 
U-boat’s shell, by a telegraph switch on board the mother 
boat. ~ 

“Thus it becomes possible to telegraph the Herr Com- 
mander of the U-boat, that unless he will arise at once 
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and surrender he will be blown to bits by the 200 pounds 
of gun cotton in contact with his craft. Moreover, the 
U-boat officer can reply by telegraph signals sent out 
through his regular electric under-water sound tele- 
graph, the signals being picked up either by one of the 
microphones on the electric torpedo or by a regular sound 
wave telegraph receiver of the Fesseden type, as used 
by practically all ships today.” 

When the microphones have brought the electric 
“bloodhound” to within a few hundred feet of the U-boat 
they cease to control the torpedo, and the coils of 
induction balance takes charge. 

The control cable passes through a hollow mast to 
a drum inside the torpedo. A pilot lamp fitted with 
semi-circular reflector and a flag are mounted on 
ball float, which is automatically released as soon 
the bloodhound takes the scent and dives, thus indicat 
ing to the officers in control the whereabouts of the sub< 
marine. 

This seems all the description necessary to indicatdé 
the scientific principles upon which this “bloodhound* 
of the sea could be made to work. 

The prettiest thing about it is that idea of making 
the torpedo hold its nozzle against the side of the 
U-boat and tap in the telegraphic code a demand for 
surrender. The U-boat’s commander has then the choicé 
of three courses—he can blow up his boat on the spot,

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America Prepares to Take War Movies

HAT the moving picture camera will play an im- 
portant part with our overseas forces is evident 
from the widespread interest evoked in the war 
films that have already been shown in America. 

Camera men are already with our troops in France, for 
not only is the War Department anxious to have a pic- 
ture record of their deeds at the front, but millions at 
home will be stirred by the films to bring the war to 
a successful conclusion. It has been demonstrated in 
France and England that there is no better way to inter- 
est those at home in the conduct of the war than by 
moving pictures of the men at the front, showing their 
daily life, their hardships as well as their achievements. 

For this reAson, the War Department at Washington is 
establishing a Moving Picture Department modeled along 
the lines of the Cinematographic and Photographic De- 
partment of the French army. Edmond Ratisbone, who 
is the American delegate of this department of-the French 
army, recently outlined the plans of his department to of- 
ficials of the War Department at Washington, and steps 
are being taken to establish a similar department here, 
although no name has yet been given to it. The Signal 
Corps of the United States army now in France has per- 
fected plans for the establishment of a large plant for 
developing and printing the film soon to be taken at the 
front. At this plant the film taken by our military 
movie operators will be edited and censored before be- 
ing shipped to America for distribution.
